OKLAHOMA CITY, Oct. 
IO.— 
Three and a half freight car loads 
oi green and white motor car li­ 
cense plates for 1924 will be ready 
for distribution within two month's 
to Oklahoma automobile owners. 
The automobile registration 
bu­ 
reau of the state highway depart­ 
m ent, whose task it will be to reg­ 
ister each car, *and address and mail 
out the tags, is already 
making 
bians for handling the rush which 
begins the latter part of December 
and swamps the bureau until well 
along in the new year. Preparations 
for handling at least 5 ,0 0 0 applica­ 
tions daily, including mailing out 
sets of plates, have been completed. 
In addition to*a force at the cap­ 
itol post office sub station 
which 
will maintain two trucks to oper­ 
ate continuously between the state 
capitol and the downtown post of­ 
fice some two miles away. 
The 1924 plates, all or them pris­

SOFIA— Bulgaria 
and 
France 
have settled their controversy rela­ 
tive to a French debt to the Bul­ 
garian postal service. Before Bul­ 
garia entered the war 
in 
1915 
France owed the Bulgarian postal 
service 18,300 francs. In 1921 the 
French 
postal 
service 
offered 
to 
pay the debt in leva which, be­ 
fore tho war, were 
equivalent 
in 
value to French and other conti­ 
nental francs. 
Since the war, however, the leva 
ha* decliner in value so that it is 
now quoted at about 638 to IOO 
francs, and Bulgaria declined the 
offer, demanding settlement on the 
pre-war basis of francs. After some 
negotiations the French postal ser­ 
vice consented to settle on the franc 
basil.
